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Universal Suffrage.

Tha Bulletin of the 15th inst. has a
langthy article on this subject, and it
is rather amusing to see how many
ways ure invented to avoid the real is-
sae. Mr. O'Meara says. he does not
espouse or favor the views of any par.
ticular party, but proposes to treat this
question as the greatest political ques-
tion of the day. and from an independ-
ent standpoint.  This spirit we admire
in any man, either as a journalist or a
pablic speaker. bat at the end of an ar-
ticle of a .olumn’s length the writer
eonciades thet the only true rule for
the exercise of suffrage, as regulated
by law, should be iotelligence and good
morals, and thon sdds, “upon this prin-
ciple all the Indians, Chinese, and the
majority of the African race should be
exeladed.” This, he remarks, violates
the principle on which he started out

in this discussion. but he is forced to,

the conclusion from the conviction that
the clective franchise is not a natural
right 2nd its exercise by all would not
be safe. How is it that the editor comes
to the conelasion that there is no intelli-
gence or morals to be found among the
Indiuns; Chinese, and the majority of
the Africans in this country is not re-
vealed in the article referred to. 1If
the principle of universal suffrage is
wrong and iocorrect, then there musc
be a qualification, and the great ques
tion is, what shall that quelification be ?
We maintain it cannot be based npon
intelligence .and worals, exeept you
draw the line against those persons who
arc known in a commanity as actually
insane or idiots on the onc hand, and
woral prostitutes and outeasts on the
other. This would embrace a pumber
so few that it would amount to voth«
ing, for that class of people are not now
perwitted to exercise that right, bat for
fear we may misrcpresent the writer,
we give his own language: “The only
true rule for the exercise of suffrage,
as regulated by law, should be a suf.
frage among persons competent to un-
derstand and exercise aright the great
vight of citizenship.”

It is very easy for men to speak of
the great right to 9xerci'ne the elective
franchise in general terms, and say that
nove should vote but those who are
competent to vote aright ; but it is not
8o easy to define the qualification or as.
certain who is competent to vote aright.
How would the gentleman ascertain
whether or mot a- man possessed the
competeney to vote aright? Would he
appoint a bosrd of inspectors to exam-
ine ioto the qualifications of a person
to vote at every general or special elee-
tion? and would he ascertain just how
a man intended to vote, so as to deter-
mine whether or not he was going to
vote aright? or would he leave the
whole question to the judges of elec.
tion, unrestrained by law, tr examine
each individual offering to vote, and al-
low only those to excrcise the right
who, 1n their judgment, was then and
there competent to exercise it aright?
If this is to be the mode of ascertain-
ing the proper qualification, how beau-
gifully the rights of the American peo-
ple would be secured? We contend
you cannot make this the test, and that
the eonclusions of the writer has no
solid foundation on which to lest. But
others say the proper qualification is
intelligence and property combined.

Others again say property alone, be-

eause they say it is the property hold-
ers alone who are directly interested in
the Government, and consequently a
‘man or woman should be required to
accumulate a certain amount of prop-
erty, either real or personal, before
he orsheshould exercise thatright ; and
we think there is much more reason in
this than in the qualification of intelli-
genoe and property, for we have never
yet known a man possessed of wealth
who, in the eyes of a community, did
not possess plenty of iatelligence, and
thie whole thing would result in fixing

~ the qualification wpon tho line of money

disregarding all ather counsiderations,
and when that line ghall be drawn and
permanently established, then the hope
of the poor man is lost forever, and he
and his posterity will become poorer
and gradua''y go into ‘slavery, while
the rich will become r.cher and per-

wavently establish a monied aristoes
racy, which willi constitate himn a ty-
rant; then, under the cloak of Repub-
licanism, this Government will be con-
verted into a monarchy. We are not
now discussing the question of the
printiple of univereal suffrage, but, tak
ing it foe granted that a large majority
of the voters of both parties at this
day are agreed against that priociple
and agree that there ought to be a qual
ification, the question is what should
| that qualification be? We think it
must be one that can be understood by
all, and ome that can be defined in such
a manner as to place the question be-
yond dispute. Can this be_ done by a
law which shall say that all persons
who are competent to vote aright may
vote at all elections? - by a law de-
claring that all persons who possess in~
telligence enough to understand the
workings of tiie Gevernment may vote,
or a law saying that all persons of good
moral character may vote? We think
not, for you can devisc mo means by
which you can impartially and correet
ly ascertain as to a man’s competency
to vote aright or “just the amount of
intelligence he possesses, nor as to what
his morals are, consequent!y a trial to
accomplish this would simply prove a
signal failure. But you can say, by
positive law, that a man shall be worth
five hundred dollars, or any othe sum
of money, before he can exercise that
richt; and you ecan say that a man
shall be born in the United States in
order to qualify him to vote; or you
ean draw the line nature has provided
—that of race—and can understand it.
These qualifications may be made and
she line made plain, but in the cases
first named, it will be imaginary only.
We are satisfled, and have long
been, that the only rale which can le
established for the qualification of a
voter in this Government, is the line of
race, if any is to be required outside of
age and sex, and we are sincere in this
conclusion, for the reason that we
firmly believe that the principle of uni
versal suffrage would have a direct
tendency to destroy our present form of
government, as much so as the doctrine
of State supremacy and peaceable
secession. But, says the objector, why
fix it on the line of race? We snswer,
beeause this is the only one which has
its foaodation in eommon sense and
equity. But some ask, is race any ob-
jection to a man's right to exereising
the elective franchise? We answer,
yes; because we hold it would be des-
tructive to our institutions to allow all
races of men to come here and have the
same voice in our governmental mats
ters that we ourselves have. How
could it be otherwise ; men and women
coming here from all nations by willis
ons every year, trained to customs en-
tirely different from ours, stroogly
tainted with the idea that no govern-
ment is worth maintaining, except a
monarchy ; strangers to republicanism,
and the markiongs of our Governmeant,
it must be plain to all that such an ex-
periment would be dangerous indeed.
But, say many, if this rule is to pre-
vail. then Earopeans would be eqelud-
ed. This is a mistaken idea. KEurope
is the country from whenece our fathers
came. We are of that race of people.
There is hetween us no antagonism of
race. We have always iotermingled
with the people, and always will; and
this is all io harmony with the immaut-
able laws of Deity. It was the white
race that discovered and settled this
country, It was the white race that
‘established this Goverament, and it is
[ the white race that ought to coutinue
to run this Government; and we pre-
dict right here, that uanless that rule
shall be established, there will soon be
be left here no Government to run.
Another reason why we think the line
of race is the proper one is this, if we
step over that line to extend the ballot,
we find ourselves out upon'a shoreless
occan, where no permanent stake can
be stuck, or line drawn, until we have
embraced all races of men ; and to do
this, nearly all agree, would be ruin-
ous ; and to extend it to ome iteoppos
race, and esclude another, would be
{ unjust, as is properly claimed by the
sdvocates of universal suffrage.
We ropeat, then, that the line of
race is the only jost and equitable line
that can be drawn ; and there is no es~
cape from this conclusion. This is the
only way by which we ean maintain

order in society situated like ours, if
the white race retain the government
in their own hands, and legislate alike
for all, and make all races of men citi-
zens who desire to be, for the purpose
of protection to their person and pro
perty ouly, then all will be satisfied,
if we sternly say to all opposite races,
you may come here if you are oppress-
ed at home, and we will make the
same laws for you that we do for our
selves; we will protect as faithfully
your person and property, but we will
not pass to you the reigns of Govern-
ment by giving yeu the ballot and
allowing you to hold office, then all will
understand our position, and all who
come will be content. Apply the op~
posite rule, and what will be the result?
The experiment so far has alrealy
proven, in the first place we extended
it to the African in the South, and it
was said it should be extended oo far
ther, but very soon meh saw that it was
not just to say that the African should
have the Lsllot, simply because he re-
sided in a certain locality ; and the Af
ricans of all other localities also raised
the ery of 4injustice, anl clamored for
their rights. We yielded to the demand
by a violation of our former pledge, and

"extended it to the African of the terri.

torics of the United States and all
other places over which the general
Government had exelusive jurisdiction,
and then we declared both long and
loud we would go no further, but did
we stop? no, and wh;? simply because
we had stepped over the line of race.
Then was raised again the ery of injas-
tice, as before, because, said its advo.
cates, if it is right that the African
should vote in the NSouthern States in
all our territories, and in the district of
Columbia, then it is right that they
should enjoy the same privilege in all
the States. And theo came the Fif-
teenth Amendment, extending to Afri-
can citizens all over the land the bal-
lot. But were the friends of universal
«uffrage then satisfied? by no means;
the same cry ot injustice was raised,
and they said, if race is to be wiped
out, then why not allow the African,
who is a foreigner, to become a citizen,
s0 a8 to epable him to vote also. And
the reasoningz was unanswerable, be-
cause it was founded upon the very
principle of which we speak. If we
give to one of a race the privilege of the
ballot, we must in justice give it to all.
Then came the proposition to extend it
to all Africans, with all their ignorance
and barbarism, and this was only the
legitimate fruits of the first act; and
now the frien!s cf onive al suffrage
are raising the same cry of injustice,
because we refuse to extend the ballot
to the Chinese and Indians; and they
have just as much ro son for making
this dema.d, as th y had for making
the first request to step over the line of
race ; for, if it is true as claimed, that
a man's rights cannot be protected in
this Government, unlccs you give him
the ballot, then it is just as necessary
for the Mongo'ian to enjoy it as the Af-
rican, or any other race of men, snd to
apply Mr. O'Mecara’s rule of fitness,
the Chinese, as a people, would have
and enjoy it for a century, before the
African would posscss eqnal qualifica-
tion. And this demand for Chinese
sullrage will be urged, and that, too,
with great force, until we shall be com-
pelled to aceede to it, on the principle
ot equuli'y and justice, as long as we
recognize the right to pass the line of
race ; for il it be right and just to ex-
tend that wost sacred privilege to one
opposite race, then it is but just that all
should enjoy it. It is impossible to
wipe out the natural antagonism of
race. Go to the African to day, to
whom has been given the right to vote,
and ask him if he is willing the China~
man should have it, and he instantly
and indignantly answers no, and is
ready to fight, in order to prevent it.
We maintain, then, that it would be
dangerous to permanently fix any line
of qualification, save that of race ; and
we believe the American people must
fintlly choose between the establishment
of that line and universal suffrage. As
to the mode of coming back to that
line, and making it permanent, we pro-
pose to give our views hereafter.

world —* that the United States shall
be the asylum for the oppréssed of all
nations.” We shall favor, then, citi
zenship to all who are oppressed at
home, and desire jin good faith to ab
solve allegiance to the Government of
their birth, and be adopted as a citizen
of this great nation. We shall oppose
vlass legixlation, as being in direct an-
tagonism to our irstitutions. we shall
advocate a gencral system of free
schools within the State, so that the
youth of the land shall be elucated,
whether they be rich or poor. We
shall opprse the fulse and dangerous
doctrine of State supremacy, and wain-
tain that this is a national Governuent
by the people, and we shalli claim that
the laws ought so to be molified, that
the citizen who has a legal right e
elective franchise, may exercise it di-

rectly.
